HANDS TIED 
EUROPE

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The 
administration, it was authorative- 
ly disclosed today, stands pat on 
its present policy of “noninter- 
ference in the European repara- 
tions entanglement, and will ad- 
here to this attitude until some 
opportunity develops that affords 
reasonable anticipation of help- 
ful results. 

Answering Senator Borah, Re- 
publican, Idaho, an administra- 
tion spokesman declared that this 
government had no basis for pro- 
test against French occupation of 
the Ruhr before January 9, be- 
cause France had kept secret any 
intention of a military occupation. 
Furthermore the administration 
holds that any protest now would 
only accentuate a tense situation, 
exasperating either France or 
Germany, and incapacitate the 
United States for helpfulness in 
the future. ‘ 

*ALLIED WAR DEBTS 

In all consideration of the situa- 
tion, the administration has been 
restrained from intervention by 
the Allied debts to the United 
States which Europe thinks should 
be canceled and which this govern- 
ment steadfasly maintains should 
not be surrendered. 

Words in such a time as this, 
the administration insists, are ut- 
terly ineffective and those who 
think that it will do any good for 
the United States to utter protests 
and propose high-sounding pana- 
ceas are indulging in dreams. 

The United States goVernment, 

was, stated in 4 responsible 
quarter, has done nothing more 
than to offer the suggestion of an 
advisory expert commission be- 
cause it has been impossible to 
make any other suggestion with- 
out injuring rather than helping 
the situation. 7 
Since last August, when the repa- 
rations issue became acute, it was 
explained, there never has been 
a time when it has been. possible 
for the calling of an international 
conference in which the United 
States could have participated be- 
cause the hands of this govern- 
ment were tied on the question of 
the Allf—d debts. 

KEPT PLANS SECRET 

Furthermore, it was stated that 
the suggestion that the United 
States had been in a position to 
protest against the French occu- 
pation of the Ruhr, implied the 
existence of a condition that there 
was something to protest about. 
This, the administration holds to 
be an entirely mistaken idea for 
the reason that France, up to Jan- 
vary 9. had never disclosed that 
she intended to use her army 
against Germany to enforce the 
collection of reparations. 

Not only did France keep secret 
from the United States her plan 
for a military expedition in the 
Ruhr, it was contended, but until 
the very eve of the occupation 
movement the French government 
absolutely disclaimed any inten- 
tion of a permanent occupation of 
prostrating Germany or creating a 
situation like that of Alsace-Lor- 
raine under German rule. The 
French, it was declared, had stated 
that they merely wished to collect 
their reparations under proper sup- 
ervision. 

-Even if the American govern- 
ment had thought of protesting 
there would scarcely have been op- 
portunity, so expeditiously was the 
whole matter carried out, and the 
fact that Italy at first co-operated 
with the French and later inef- 
fectively sought the intervention of 
Great Britain, indicates that up to 
the last moment the Italian gov- 
ernment was not clear as to the 
real nature of the occupational en- 
terprise. Previous to the actual 
embarkation of the French upon 
the military occupation, it was con- 
tended, there had been absolute 
disclaimers of all possible acts 
which might have furnished ground 
for protest. 

Under the situation that has now 
developed the administration be- 
lieves that if it does anything it 
must do something that will be 
helpful and not harmful, and up 
to the present moment officials 
hold that there is no opportunity 
for anything more than has been 
done without making the situation 
worse. 

WOULD BLAME AMERICA 

If the United States should make 
a gesture toward France the 
French would claim that the Ger- 
mans had thereby been stiffened 
in their resistance and if the Ruhr 
expedition fails they would blame 
the United States for its failure. 

On the other hand, if the United 
States should assume a course 
which the French could interpret 
as encouragement the feeding of 
exasperation in Germany would be 
heightened. Either way no good 
| would be done and the United 
States would be incapacitated for 
helpfulness in the future.

Few Historical Data Have 
Been Found

LUXOR (Egypt) Jan. 23.—Ex- 
da vators at the tomb of Pharaoh 
Tutenkhamun, who lived in regal 
splendor 3270 years afp, had a 
day’s rest today, no work being 
done on the tomb. I have been 
out all day in company with En- 
gelbach, who eucceeded me as in- 
spector-general of antiquities, and 
made a long tour of the whole 
Theban necropolis. I was much 
struck by the amount of work 
both in excavation and conserva- 
tion carried out under his direc- 
tion. 


As we rode along the sunbaked 
embankment which serves as a 
road to the necropolis we en- 
countered a rolling and bumping 
Ford car, the first ever seen on 
this ancient soil, which proved to 
contain an excavating party, Mr. 
Carter, Mr. Burton and Mr. Lucas, 
on their jolting way down to the 
river to spend a quiet day at the 
Winter Palace Hotel, on the other 
side of the Nile. On their return 
at sunset I met them again, sur- 
rounded by an admiring crowd of 
tourists and about to bolt back to 
the peace of their houses among 
the desert -hills. 


ANTIQUITIES REMOVED 

Mr. Carter tells me he had a 
most difficult time keeping inquisi- 
tive visitors at arms length, but I 
hear he has kept his temper ad- 
mirably in often trying circum- 
stances. 

Most antiquities from the main 
chamber have now been removed 
to the workshop and the way is 
nearly clear for the opening— 
soon after Lord Carnarvon's ar- 
rival this week-end—of the sealed 
chamber where the royal mummy 
may. lie.

‘The tomb undoubtediy has been

linen and ornaments scattered 
about by thieves and crammed 
them back hurriedly into box 
and caskets. 

There is a general feelink of dis- 
appointment so far that the tomb 
has not provided much new his- 
torical information but all agree 
that artistically, many of the ob- 
jects are astonishing. Mr. Carter 
is a very tired man and as he left 
the Terrace Hotel, where the band 
was playing and fair ladits were 
sipping tea, to return to those 
silent Theban hills which rose 
hazy and mysterious out of the 
sunset across the Nile he told me 
he wished the job was finished.

RING OF BAYONETS

Threats of strikes leave the 
French cold whereas the operators 
are fearful of seeing their proper - 
ties closed and wrecked since the 
Berlin government has assumed 
responsibility for paying the wages 
of the miners. e owners realize 
that tremendous losses will be en- 
tailed by the closing of the nes, 
even for a few weeks, as ter 
would have to be pumped out and 
rusted machinery replaced before 
the vast organization of the works 
could De put in operation again. 

The attitude of the owners has 
not changed since the French 
will provide sufficient skilled labor 
to continue the operations if the 
higher class of technical workers 
walk out. 

The miners generally hesitate 
to strike, fearing that a complete 
tie up of the works will result in 
the isolation of the Ruhr and pre- 
vent shipment of paper marks from 
Berlin which will result in the 
suspension of wages through the 
collapse of the company’s organ- 
izations. The daily pay roll ex- 
ceeds 2,000,000,000,000 paper marks 
—there are 600,00 miners and they 
average 3300 marks apiece daily. 

The workers prefer to be assured 
of their wages without having to 
work hard under the present re- 
gime rather than striking and risk- 
ing no payment and French ma- 
chine guns if they protest too stren- 
uously. 

An indication of this was the 
sudden ending of the Dortmund 
rail strike when itwas seen that the 
action prevented the arrival of food 
supplies as well as the departure 
of coal. 

Production in the Rwhr has de- 
creased 40 per cent. When their 
organization is perfected it is ex- 
pected that the French will seize 
most of the production, leaving Ger- 
many practically nothing except 
the upper Silesian mines whose 
output of 1,000,000 tons monthly 
will not be sufficient despite the 
11 o'clock curfew for theaters, 
movies and restaurants. 

The mines are awaiting the court- 
martialing of the magnates before 
deciding to strike. 

According to whether they walk 
out, paralyzing the Ruhr or con- 
tinue to work, gradually reducing 
the output and thus automatically 
restricting the fuel available to 
Germany, depends on. how. long 
Berlin will be able to hold out 
while the poilus are 
their grip on the Ruhr and grad- 
ually throttling the nation.

AN ANSWER TO THE KAISER’S MEMOIRS

purpose of keeping alive hatred 
at a time when the concentration 
of the entire virile strength of

‘lieve—the ‘world is tu be regen- 
erated, it is for us to determine 
the moral and material role which 
Germany, now lying prostrate, is, 
to play some day in that regen- 
erated universe. 

The responsibilities for the war 
are not the game nor of the same 
degree, throughout Germany, 
there are rong elements which 
shared the moral and material lead- 
ership of the nation, but which, for 
a variety of reasons, are calling 
their share of the blame into

| The capitalists, the men who had 
created a sort of commercial and 
industrial Pan-Germanism, st 
around the Kaiser at the last mo- 
ment. As they stand today, amid 
the misery vf the German prole- 
tariat and the lower middle class, 
gazing upon their weaith placed 
in safety in foreign banks, they 
may say to thems«ives that they 
condemned their country to ruin 
and led it consciously to the down- 
ward path of war. 


To aim at dominating the world 
by ruining it; to ruin it by dis- 
tributing atdow prices the products 
of German industrial activity; to 
recoup the losses occasioned by 
such sales by the high prices 
| | this is 
alent to condemuing the mass of 
men not only to forced labor, but 
to labor bound to bring them to 
impoverishment and bankruptcy. 
In fact, the more Germany pro- 
duced (and how splendid were the 
prewar statistics telling of the 
magnificent but illusory results 
achieved by her!) the more she 
lost in foreign countries whose 
competition she hoped to crush, 
in order that she migit, after this 
competition had been killed or 
weakened, be the supreme ruler 
of a ruined world. 

From this dream only two 
awakenings were possible: either 
Germany must hold firm until her 
competitors had been exterminated, 
whereupon she could take their 
place dnd raise prices, or else she 
must perish in her attempt. which 
she was bound to do if her rivals 
resisted, managed to survive, de- 
fended themselves—for instance, 
by raising, againet economic in- 
vasions, the barrier of customs 
duties. 

In 1913 the second alternative 
began to loom up ag the more 
probable before the worried and 
far-seeing eyes of German manu- 
facturers. From that day they set 
their gaze upon war—that is, up- 
on easy and prompt victory, upon 
economic and colonial conquests, 
upon the seizure, doubtless, of our 
Northern Africa, that zewel of the 
Mediterranean, and a formidable 
rival. Her Von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, in his talk with the British 
Ambassador on July 29. made 
himself the spokesman of German 
industrial interests. Of course, 
such seizures as those outlined 
above would have been the mini- 
mum. | 

STRONG POSITION

The treaty, 
is severe, she says, and yet it does 
not impose upon the vanquished 
the costs of the war, though France 
had them imposed upon her in 
1871, and, owing to this, profound 
financial and economic disorders 
still unsettle the Allied. nations, 
crushed under the arrears of their 
debts.

LIBERTY HAS DAWNED 


The Allies presented humanity 
with ‘the immense gift of millions 
of soldiers who overthrew au- 
tocracy: The ancient dream of 
disarmament comes every 
nearer to reality, and we should 
be closer to its realization if Ger- 
many, tortured like a volcano,. did 
not still wrap her plans in mys- 
tery, if she were not still subject, 
in her condition of uncertainty, to 
sudden convulsions. 4 

The reparations demanded by 
history have been paid. Upon the 
ruins of autocracy, liberty — 
dawned for little nations. But 
curit 
‘ing for u: France, who, as alwgys, 
is hostile to conquests; to wars, to 
adventures. But all this cannot 
be brought about unless there be 
in Germany mem who think and 
have the power to make others 
think. 

Economically, the situation is 
still serious. The fall of the mark 
is a brutal fact. But One must 
not allow it to be said that this 
all is a result of the treaty of 

eace, and I believe that even in 

ermany there are rs w 
admit this no more than we 
French do. 

The day after the Armistice and 
the day after the signing of the 
peace treaty the condition of the 
mark was quite different. What 
has happened?

LAUSANNE, Jan. 28.-—Turkey 
today demanded that disposition 
of Mosul, which Great Britain 
holds under mandate of the Lea- 
gue of Nations, be settled by a 
plebiscite.

The 
Southland cannot be so shortsight- 
ed. Los Angeles county is now 
making a fight for compliance with 
the very specific provisions of the 
constitution that the representation 
be in accordance with the popula- 
tion shown in the Federal census 
each ten years. 

“Los Angeles is not the fast- 
growing community in the south. 
If this matter can be settled now, 
it will doubtless be settled for all 
time, so that no future legislatures 
will dare attempt to block the func- 
tionings of constitutional govern- 
ment. 

“In ten years San Diego or some 
other fast-growing city will, unlers 
the present fight for reapportion- 
ment is won now, find herself in a 
similar position to that in which 
Los Angeles now stands.

Moreover, they 
are not so obvious to opposing 
players and to the spectators. 

This system of signals, by the 
way, is not nearly so elaborate as 
the public seems to think. Three 
or four good signs are sufficient. 
A complicated system is worse than 
none at all. I have seen some 80 
complicated that the players spent 
more time in trying to figure them 
out than in making the play. 

Naturally, I have no intention of 
making my signals public. It has 
taken me too long to build it up. 
I will say, however, that my signs 
are very few and very simple. It 
wouldn’t make a bit of difference 
to me if the opponents should dis- 
cover them. I could change them 
between innings. After all, there 
is little advantage in stealing 
signals. The chances of getting 
crossed are greater than the ad- 
vantage gained by stealing them. 

Signs are worked in various 
ways. On the old Baltimore team, 
for instance, our signal for the 
hit and run was for the batter, 
upon reaching the plate, to rub 
the palm of his hand over the 
end of the bat, as if wiping off 
the dust. That meant for the run- 
ner to start on the next ball 
pitched. 

„An old signal for stealing a base 
was to pull the vizor of the cap 
down over the eyes. 

The signs from catcher to pitch- 
er are very simple. For a curve 
ball the catcher can show two 
outstretched fingers in the palm 
of his mitt. For a fast ball he 
will show one. For a pitch-out he 
can slap the mitt with his whole 
hand. ractically all pitching sig- 
mals are variations of that plan. 
On my club I give the sign to the 
catcher and he relays it to the 
pitcher.
